My dear Mr. Noe:

I am enclosing herewith a photostat copy 
of Mr. Albert C. Bates! letter written to me 
March 4, 1933 calling attention to the black 
cardboard boxes in which the coins of our Mit- 
chelson Collection have been arranged. They 
are similar to those which you use. This is 
the letter to which I called your attention on 
the occasion of Senator Cook's and my call on 
June 29. I will appreciate a letter from you 
embodying the statements which you made to us 
regarding the error of Mr. Bates' stand. Your 
experience of many years should be final. 


As promised, I am sending to you under 
separate cover two bronze Nathan Hale medals 
struck under my direction as Chairman of the 
Connecticut Sesqui-Centennial Commission and for 
which I suggested the contents. I am also send- 
ing a photograph of the Hall Collection of Conn- 
ecticut Pennies, of Memorial Hall showing the 
Mitchelson Collection vault, and a photograph of 
Tonetti'ts bust of Senator Charles C. Cook. I 
trust they will reach you safely and prove of 
interest.

Dear Mr. Godard; 


Lest you should feel that this letter is 
intended as a criticism, I wish to say at mce that it is 
not so intended, but is written with the most kindly feeling 
am with a desire to co-operate and aid you, if possible. 


- When I visit the Memorial Hall in the Library building, 
I always glance with interest at the coins and medals which 
are there displayed. It pains me to note that all which are 
struck in silver are rapidly deteriorating, both in appearance 
and value. They become so blackered that their inscriptions 
can only be read with difficulty and their brightness has gone 
beyond recall. This, as you may or may not be aware, is due 
in considerable part, at least, to their teing placed in boxes 
lined with tlack paper. Silver coins will always deteriorate 
in this manner when placed on paper of that color. Of course, 
what is already done to them by the action of the paper, can 
not be now prevented or their original brightness restored, but 
it seems to me that they could be saved from furtver 
“deterioration by changing them into boxes not lined with black 
paper ard not placing them near any paper of that color, Also, 
that as silver coins come to the collection, their deterioration 
could te prevented by following the same mthod in the future. 
Of course, to endeavor to clean the coins which ave now blackered 
would practically ruin them, from a collector's point of view 
and make them much less valuable than they are, even now, in t reir 
blacke red condi tion. 


My interest in the State's collectim and in such collections 
in general, is the reason which prompts me to write this letter 
tO you.

Dear Vr. Godard: 
In reply to your letter of August lst 


concerning the bihack boxes in which we kecp our coins and 
which we discussed the other day when you were in our 


“museum, I am very glad to give my personal findings on the 


mitter. We have used these bluck boxes continuously for 
Awenty-five yeers. When I came here twenty years ago the 
question occurred to me whether these wore the best medium 
to enclose our coins and in consequence I have kept a care- 
ful watch as regards the effect that these boxes might have 
on our coins. 


} We have had these black boxes mde by sev- 
eral concerns and various kinds of black paper have been used. 
In no instance, as far as. i can see, have they injured the 
ccins in any way. Having had this in mind for twenty years 
I have naturally kept my eye open for any changing or deteri- 
oration caused by these boxes. I have found out this; that 
those coins on exhibition tarnish more rapidly than those. 
stored away in cabinets and those coins where the light is 
brighter tarnish more readily. Regardless of the fact that 
they my or may not be in these black bones, as we display 
our coins both ways, in nearly every instance I have found 
that the under side of the coin which is in contéect with the 
black box has not tarnished at all or possibly very little, 
but the side exposed to the light has invariably. This fact 
both you and I proved when you were here because we both 
turned over a number of coins in black boxes «nd found the 
underside bright. I have noticed that coins in recent years 
have tarnished more casily than when I first came here, due 
I think to more injurious gases in the air than forrnerly, 
probably on account of more oil burners in use and the ex- 
haust from automebiles. We now have for several years been 


lacquering oyr coins to prevent this deterioration. The
